Marquess of TLinlith- 
gow to Rule India

MAN only forty years old 

will soon be installed as 
ruler of one-fifth of the world’s 
population. The Marquess of 
Linlithgow is now the Viceroy of 
India, appointed recently by«the 
British Government to succeed 
the Earl of Willingdon, whose 
five-year term is up next April. 
Not only will the Marquess be a 
sovereign—with all proper pomp 
and circumstance — over 352,3 


‘000, people, but it appears as if 


he may emerge as a_ potential 
dictator during his five-year 
span of service. 

Lord Linlithgow will direct the 
launching of the new federation 
of all India. which will be cre- 
ated according to the terms of 
the bill signed recently. This will 
be an important time for the 
Delhi government, for it means 
the formation of new provincial 
legislatures and the organizing 
of elections to determine their 
personnel. 

It is significant that the Mar- 
quess rose to his new post, for 
he has achieved his chief repu- 
tation as chairman of the Joint 
Committee of both Houses of 
Parliament, which spent two 
years in revising the proposed 
Indian reforms and in producing 
the bill which has become a law.

HE nicest thing about August 

is that it .s peach time. Of 
course, peaches I'.ve been on the 
market for several wecks. but 
they are choicest and least ex- 
pensive right now. Serve them 
sliced with cream and any of the 
ready-to-eat cereals for break- 
fast. For lunch eut them up, 
sprinkle with sugar and serve 
with piping hot muffins or bis- 
cuits or make them into interest- 
ing salads or desserts. 

For dinner peaches may be 
used in any of a dozen ways. 
Picss out the juice, chill and 
Serve as .. cocktail, combine with 
a fruit cup, broil and serve as a 
garnish with fried ham or broiled 
chops, or convert into spicy 
dumplings, peach shortcake, cob- 
bler, pie or ice cream for dessert. 

Ice Cream Roll 

Line a round mold with va- 
nilla ice cream two inches thick. 
Slice fresh peaches, sprinkle with 
sugar and let stand a few min- 
utes then fill the center of the 
mold with them. Cover with ice 
cream, put the lid on the mold 
and seal the edges with strips of 
buttered cloth. Pack in ice and 
salt and freeze for two hours. To 
Serve, turn out and slice and 
sprinkle each portion with maca- 
roon crumbs. 

Peach Waffles 

Cream 1/3 cup shortening and 
1, cup sugar together. Add 2 
well-beaten eggs. Mix and sift 2 
cups cake flour, 2 teaspoons bak- 
ing powder and 1% teaspoon salt. 
Add to the first mixture alter- 
nately with 1 cup milk. Add 1% 
teaspoon vanilla, 15 teaspoon 
lemon juice and 11% cups finely 
aiced peaches. Bake on a _ hot 
waffle iron, sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar and serve hot. Or 
decorate with sweetened whipped 
cream and slices of fresh fruit. 


Peach Salad 

Remove the skin from peaches, 
and cut into thin slices. Sprinkle 
with a fruit French dressing and 
arrange in nests of lettuce hearts 
or shredded lettuce, radiating the 
slices like the petals of a flower. 
Mix soft or grated cheese with 
an equal amount of chopped 
toasted or salted almonds. Moist- 
en Slightly with mayonnaise and 
shape into tiny balls. Make a pile 
of balls in the center of each 
salad and garnish with a stem 
and leaves cut from sweet green 
pepper. 

Peach Jelly 

Take out the stones from 3!5 
pounds peaches, but do not peel, 
crush thoroughly and add 1% cup 
water, bring slowly to the boiling 
point, cover and simmer until 
very soft. Put into a jelly bag and 
Squeeze. Put 3 cups juice in a 
large saucepan, add 234 pounds 
sugar, stir until the sugar is dis- 
solved and bring to a fast boil. 
Add 1 bottle liquid pectin and 
boil 4% minute. Skim pour into 
sterilized glasses and seal at once. 

Broiled Peaches 

Remove the skins from ripe 
reaches, cut in halves and re- 
move the stones. Brush with 
melted butter, sprinkle lightly 
with sugar and cook under the 
broiler, turning once until deli- 
cately browned on both sides. 
Sprinkle with a little finely 
chopped mint. Especially good
